Guthrie, Ok., Dec. 29.-D espite the 
fact that a number of county boundary 
lines in Oklahoma Territory have been 
changed by the Constitutional conven­ 
tion, thus interfering with the counties 
as included by act of Congress within 
the Congressional Districts of the new 
State, yet according to U . S. Attorney 
John Embry and other lawyers of pro­ 
minence here the Congressional lines 
will remain intact as originally drawn 
by Congress until they may be changed 
at some future time by act of the State 
Legislature. 
This question arose from the fact 
that the map makers of the Constitu­ 
tional convention, in fixing up Western 
Oklahoma, wiped the county of Daw 
completely off the map, adding its nor- | 


t h e m half to the new county of Ellis 
and its southern half to Roger Mills. 
By act of Congress Day County is with­ 
in the Second Congressional District, 
Roger Mills County in the Fifth Dis­ 
trict. 
Judge Embry holds that the Con­ 
gressional lines remain as outlined by 
Congress and that the precincts in the 
counties affected by the Constitutional 
convention must be drawn so as to con­ 
form to the Congressional boundaries. 
This may present some difficulties and 
inconveniences in fixing the precincts 
of the new counties, otherwise many 
voters would be affected. 
Only in one other place does the new 
county map affect Congressional Dis­ 
tricts and that is in Caddo County, in 


the Second District, a row of townships! 
being taken ffom Caddo by the map j 
makers and added to counties in the 
Chickasaw nation, all of which is in the 
Fifth District. 
In Indian Territory the 
Congressional boundaries are interfered 
with in numerous instances by the new 
county lines, but as there are no voting 
precincts within that Territory as yet, 
the same difficulties and inconveniences 
do not arise as in this Territory. 
Another serious problem that arises 
aa a result of interfering with county 
lines in Oklahoma is the indebtedness 
of the present counties. 
Day County, 
which is disposed of entirely, has a 
heavy indebtedness, and recently con­ 
structed a new court house at Grand, 
on the South Canadian River. This 
river is the boundary line, in the new 
map, between two counties, leaving the 
new court house a useless proposition, 
for the construction of which a defunct 
■ county is in debt. The State of Kansas 
recently sued Day County on outstand- 
' ing school warrants, but the county of 
Day ceases to exist. 
The county has 
always been in debt, and it is now und­ 
er a matter for courts to determine 
what will become of all this indebted-

CITY BUYS $5,440 WORTH 
OF WATERWORKS 


The gathering of material for the 
waterworks enlargement has fairK be­ 
gun. At Friday night’s session the city 
council bought 8,000 feet of 8 inch 
steel rolled pipe at $.6641 per foot. 
A 
total expenditure of $5,440. 
The order was placed with the Na­ 
tional Tube Works Company at St. 
Louis, the lowest bidders. 
The other bids were submitted, one 
at $.93, the other two at $1.10 per foot, 
all on cast iron piping which is more 
costly than steel. 
This purchase is for 
the line from the new reservoir to the 
stand pipe. 
Though lighter the steel 
pipe ts practically unbeatable, and is 
much cheaper as the above bids indi­ 
cate. The city will advertise for bids 
on 6 inch piping for a line from the 
stand pipe to the cement plant. 
Also 
unsatisfactory were the bids on valves, 
which will be re-advertised. 
The pip­ 
ing bought is to be delivered within 
IO weeks, F. O. B. at Ada.

Washington, Dec. 29—The disposit­ 
ion of the charges made recently against 
Commissioner Bixby is now wholly in 
the hands of 
Secretary 
Hite hcock. 
This fact was disclosed last afternoon 
when in answer to an inquiry as to 
developments, 
Indian Commissioner 
Leupp said that all information con­ 
cerning this case would have to be 
sought of Secretary Hitchcock. 
The secretary is mum. 
He will not 
discuss the case with newspaper men, 
nor even suffer them to ask him ques­ 
tions about it. 
Mr. Leupp was given 
charge of this case when the charges 
were made. 
What has occasioned the 
transfer is not known. 
However it was persistently reported 
during the early part of the week that 
there was a well defined difference of ; 
opinion between the Secretary and the J 
Indian Commissioner as to the value of j 
the Mott charges. 
The Indian Com- j 
missioner, it seems some believe, at­ 
tached more importance to them than 
did Secretary Hitchcock. 
Therefore the fact that the Secretary 
has taken the whole matter into his 
own hands suggests that nothing will 
come of the Mott charges, at least dur­ 
ing the remainder of Secretary Hitch­ 
cock’s service. 
Since it would impute some recreance 
to his administration Secretary' Hitch­ 
cock is especially reluctant to believe 
that there has been any mismanage­ 
ment of the affairs of the Five Tribes 
and it will require conclusive evidence 
of overwhelming volume to persuade 
him that there is any need of change. 


It is thought therefore that if any 
changes are made they will not occur 
until after Mr. Garfield succeeds Sec­ 
retary Hitchcock. 
Civil suits to recover town lots in 
Muskogee, alleged to have been goten 
by fraudulent means will be instituted. 
Mr. Mott, who, as the attorney for 
the Creek tribe, will prosecute these 
suits, will have two assistants, one of 
whom will be named by the Secretary.

OKLAHOMA AT JAMESTOWN. 
The editor is in receipt of an invita­ 
tion to attend on January 3, at Oklaho­ 
ma City, a meeting of representatives 
of a Commercial organizations in the 
state, to be held for the purj>ose of 
formulating plans for the proper rep­ 
resentation of the State of Oklahoma 
at the Jamestown Exposition which op- 
pens April 26, and closes Nov. 30, 
1907. 
This enterprise is of particular im­ 
portance to our state, just now in its 
formative period. 
As a mere m atter 
of state pride, and dignity, Oklahoma 
should be properly represented at this 
great exposition, w htre all the other 
states will meet and vie with eachother 
in a display of their progress and re­ 
sources. 
Oklahoma aspires to come in­ 
to the Union a fullfledged, thorough­ 
bred commonwealth. 
From the very 
beginning it should take a solemn vow 
never to lag in state enterprise. 
Considering merely the pleasure and 
educational features, expositions have 
become indispensable adjuncts to civil­ 
ization. 
In no other way can the na­ 
tion, or the world, take an occasional 
inventory of its w’ealth and an acurate 
measure of its progress. 
But there is 
a more material consideration urging 
Oklahoma to hump itself at Jam es­ 
town. 
We want an influx of good peo­ 
ple and good,capital to help develop our 
vast resources. 
They are to be secured 
bv means of 
judicious advertising. 
That exposition will afford an unrival­ 
led opportunity to advertise to the 
world what we have within our borders 
to allure. 
Steps were taken last summer to col­ 
lect a good exhibit. 
Much has already 
been done along this line. But to carry 
out the plan money will be needed— 
$50,000, it is thought. 
We can not 
wait for an appropriation by the legis­ 
lature. 
The Oklahoma City meeting 
hopes to advise some practical plan for 
popular subscription, contributions to 
be refunded probably by a legislative 
appropriation later. 
By all means the people should rally 
to the support of this great enterprise.

Suzanne Meyer, a young 
Alsatian 
girl of Paris, makes flowers of dough. 
Her work is so beautiful that she has 
attracted customers 
from 
far 
and 
Wide, and her creations have been ac­ 
cepted by the Salon des A rtistes Fran- 
caises. 
She began experimenting four 
years ago, and 
found 
that 
bread 
crumbs, moistened and worked with 
the fingers formed a material more 
plastic than clay, more transparent 
than porcelain and yet without the 
brittleness of either. 
It is practically 
unbreakable and is capable of assum­ 
ing alike the richest and most deli­ 
cate hues. 
She places her dough ma­ 
terial on a palette, much the same as 
a painter does. With no tools, except 
ing a pair of scissors, she fashions 
delicate pansies, red-hued roses and 
leaves and flowers of all varieties.
